In 1915 the entire nation’s junior college enrollment 


was only 2368 students, Following ©

technological, professional, and 
semi-professional ocoupations. 
This sudden hunger of the pop- 
ulation to become more fully ed- 
ucated brought about a-tremen-- 
dous overflow of freshmen .and ~~ 
sophomores in four-year. colleges. 
Many of these were “unfitted” for 
the entire four years, but defin-

Educators recognized the..fact 
that the first two years of college 
were basically the testing: grounds 
of a person’s capacities ifs prov- 
ing point. Only 25 per cent of all 
junior college students even today. 
go on to four-year schools. These 
educators became faced with three 
possibilities, They would have to 
either extend high school by two 
years, adopt a fenior division of 
colleges to meet the needs of a 
finishing unit, or recognize an in- 
dependent unit such as the jun- 
ior college. 

Beyond this were the demands 
of profesional and semi-profes- 
sional leaders in every phase of 
American life.
